The Boat All That Is Claimed for It and Is 


by Odds the Fluent Boat ou Western

Her Arrival Announced by the

The booming of a cannon, followed

Agnew to inspect the 
boat, They were allowed to go all over 
the boat, many of them being persson- 
ally conducted by the boat's officers. 
The Queen Oity is a regular palace and 
deserves all the nice word said about 
her. 
Yesterday the breakfast tables 


were still on the floor in tha large 
cabin and made it look particularly 
attractive. There was a large crowd 
of excursionists on the boat, mostly 
from Cincinnati. 


The boat laid at the wharf over an 


hour to allow repairs to be made on 
her wheel, which had been damaged 
slightly. 


The boat is claimed to be the fastest 


steamboat in this section. On her trial 
trip she made twenty-four revolutions 
a minute with her split water wheel, 
only carrying 158 pounds of steam. 
AH she is allowed 166 pounds by the 
government inpeotors, she ought to be 
extraordinarily fast when her engineers 
"let her out." She will run regularly 
in tha Ciucinnati-Pittaburg trade. 


The Bay Bros.1 boat, "The Cheva-

bill begin to feel that the end is almost 
in sight. They do not hope to con- 
clude the consideration of the bill by 
the close of the present week, but they 
expect by that time to be able to'say 
when they can complete the work. 


As a matter of fact the difficulty of

Thta Afternoon. 


An Associated PreSs telegram from 


Washington states that President Mc- 
Kinley sent to the senate today the 
names of Hon. Albert O. Thompson, of 
this oity; A. O. Botkins, Montana, and 
D. B. .Onlbertson, of Texas, as commis- 
sioners to codify and revise the crimi- 
nal and penal statutes of the United 
States. These appointments were made 
under the act approved June 4th, 1897.
